MAY ELECT- 
POSTMASTERS ^ 
IN FUTURE 

Representative W. A. Cullop of Ind- 
' Jana has announced thdt in a short time 
he will call on President Taft for the 
purpose of getting the president .inter- 
ested in a reform which he has in mind. 
This roform in the opinion of Mr. 
Cullop, will bring relief to the presi- 
dent himself, to senators and to repre- 
sentatives. 

The reform to which Mr. Cullop is 
now devoting himBelf is the popular 
election of postmasters. 

"I intend to suggest to the president" 
said the 'Second district member, that 
he should issue an executive order stip- 
ulating that every four years the pat- 
rons of each presidential office should 
get together in an election and decide 
by: majority vote whom they wish to 
serve them as postmaster. This elec- 
tion can take place wlthont any incon- 
venience at the time of the general elec- 
tion. No partisanship should enter 
into it and every patron regardless of 
his politics, should be allowed -.to vote. 

There are^two ways, added Mr. Cul- 
lop, in which the popular election of a 
postmasters may bo brought about 
One way is by an amendment to the 
federal constitution, the other way is 
by an executive order of the president 
It would be easy for the president to 
solve the problem by an executive 
order.

Nine-year-old Julius Taurynski of 
North Chicago was drowned Saturday 
afternoon when he tried to show two 
boy companions howclose he could- go 
to a place on the ice which he had been 
warned to avoid because it was so thin 
and insecure. The inquest was held 
Sunday afternoon in tlie Larson & Con- 
rad undertaking rooms with Deputy 
Coroner Edward Conrad presiding. A 
verdict of "accidental death", was re- 
turned by the jury. 

Julius, with Raymond Dereau and 
John Gabello, two boys of about the 
same age were skating on a little pond 
that adjoins the Zinc works and lies be- 
tween the plant and the E. J. & E. 
railroad,.tracks in North Chicago. In 
most places the ice was quite secure 
but at one point near shore where the 
water is reported to be about 10 feet 
deep the ice was made thin by a stream 
of warm water running ou, of the Zinc 
works. All the boys had been warned 
to keep away from this point 

Tow of the boys heeded the warning 
but Julius wanted to show his little 
cpmpanious' how more brave he was 
than they. He skated quite near the 
danger point when without a moment's 
warning the treacherous ice gave way 
and ;he was precipitated into the icy 
water. 

He struggled about and sought in vain 
to catch hold'of the ice but" each time 
his numbed little fingers slipped off 
and he dropped back again. 

Raymond Dereau realized the danger 
his little playmate was in and . securing 
a pole reached it out in an effort to 
help, him out Before he knew it he 
was upon the thin ice himself. Once 
more the ice broke and Dereau found 
himself in water up to his neck. Gabello 
came to his assistance and by reaching 
out a hand helped him to scramble out 
on the ice. 

Although he was so numb that he 
scarcely could move, Dereau did not 
give up his efforts to save Julius. He 
saw him go under twice and reached out 
a pole to save him but it was not long 
enough and the lad went down for the 
third and Inst time* 

Marshal Wier of North Chicago was 
summoned and- hurried to the scene. 
With the assistance of other men he 
managed to drag the little victim from 
the water. Dr. Jolly was summoned 
but it was found the boy had been dead 
sometime. 

The funeral was held Tuesday morn- 
ing at 8 o'clock from the Lithuanian 
church with interment at St Mary's 
cemetery. 



BOY FORGER CONFESSES 

Is Given Thirty Days in Jail as Punishment 
for Offense 

William Keller, 17 years old, living on 
Sheridan road in North Chicago, con- 
fessed check forger, Tuesday evening 
before Justice Nelson of North Chicago 
was sentenced 30 days in the county 
jail at Waukegan. Keller plead guilty 
to forging a check of $15 and Beeking 
to pass it on a North Chicago merchant 
late Monday, afternoon. 

Keller entered the little clothing store 
conducted by Martin Brunet on Tenth 
streetnear McAIister avenue, saying he 
wished to purchased an overcoat He 
tried on several before' he finally found 
one for $15 that fitted him. 

He tendered in payment a check 
made out on the First National bank of 
Waukegan to himself with the name of 
Frank Johnson signed to it Brunet 
inquired who Johnson was and was in- 
formed that he was a coal dealer. - 

Brunet knew of no dealer by this 
name and his suspicious were aroused 
at once. When the boy was not looking 
he locked the front door and then went 
to the rear and called up the First 
National bank where he was informed 
that no funds were on deposit in the 
bank under such a name. Several 
times while he was talking the boy had 
tried to open the front door. 

The store keeper then became con- 
vinced that the check was a forgery. 
He called up the North Chicago police 
and held the boy until their arrival. 
The boy begged pitifully to be allowed 
to go but without avail. 

The hearing occurred Tuesday night 
and when confronted with the charge 
Keller plead guilty. He said he was 
cold and needed and overcoat and knew 
of no other way to get it /

Building Consumed and Only Small Por- 
tion of Contents Saved. 

Tuesday morning at about half past 
six o'clock Clayton King and family 
who resided in the Joseph Savage house 
at Channel lake were awakened to 
learn that their house was wrapped in 
flames. 

Frank Petersen the hired man was 
the.first.one to arise on that morning 
and after re-kindling "the fire started 
for the barn. He had reached the barn 
and chancing to look back he was hor- 
rified to see that the entire roof was to 
all appearances ablaze, rushing into the 
house he aroused the family and 
sent the alarm of fire through the neigh- 
borhood. Help soon arrived but as it 
was evident from the first that the 
building could not be saved, attention 
was turned to the rescuing of the fur- 
niture and the time for that was all to 
Bhort, only a portion of the furniture 
a part of their clothing and the bedding 
was saved. 

How the fire originated is not known 
but it is supposed to' have caught from 
an over heated chimney. The loss was 
partially covered by an insurance in the 
Millburn Mutual Insurance company, 
Mr. Savage carrying $3,00 on the build- 
ing, and Mr. King $180 on the house- 
hold goods, there was no insurunce on 
the piano, which was burned. The di- 
rectors met this (Thursday) forenoon 
to adjust the loss,

taken in by Mr. and Mrs. Harry Smith, 
but they expect to soon move into the 
Frank Savage house at Channel for the 
remainder of the winter, and in the 
spring they will move to Eagle Lake 
Wis., where Mr. King recently purch- 
ased a farm. 

This is the second fire that has occur- 
red at the Savage place, the first one 
having taken place some time ago when 
the house was occupied by C. O. Foltz 
and family.

"Denial in tho most emphatic and 
unmistakable terms was last evening 
made by Hon. William A. Northcot, for- 
mer lieutenant governor of Illinois and 
at present United States district attor- 
ney for this, the southern district, re- 
garding an interview given to a Chica- 
go newspaper by John D. Dennison, Jr. 
of Dubuque, Iowa, in which Northcot is 
charged with swinging politics for the 
Modern Woodmen of America. 

Charges which have been filed with 
State Superintendent of Insuarance 
Fred W. Potter by Dennison, was the 
subject of discussion at the annual 
meeting of Insurance men in Chicago 
on Saturday in which Dennison alleges 
that millions of dollars of the funds of 
the order have been misused and asking 
that an immediate and thorough inves- 
tigation of the affairs of the order be 
instituted; Dennison charges that po- 
litical influence has been brought to 
bear to throttle the investigation. 

The reply of Mr. Northcot to the 
statements made by Dennison in the 
Saturday afternoon papers, regarding 
Woodman affairs follows. "So far as 
his newspaper interview charges any 
wrong doing on my part in connection 
with this society, I will say that they 
are de liberate and malicious lies and he 
knows it 

I have had no official. connection with 
the management of this society' for 
nearly eight years, and have no person- 
al knowledge of the transactions of 
which he speaks. In his official charge* 
filed with Mr. Potter he does not make 
a single charge against me of any kind. 

This man Dennison,' as I am reliably 
informed, went to the management of 
this society and demanded a position at 
$300 per month, and when refused, 
made the threat that he would get even. 
These charges are in the natujre of black- 
mail, and he will never make them good, 
and I doubt if he ever appeara before 
the insurance department Mr. Potter 
has been requested by those assailed by ' 
Dennison to make a- most thorough in- 
vestigation. 

Charges should be preferred against 
Mr. Dennison in the Woodman lodge 
and he should be expelled from 
society."— Springfield Record.

LAST year tho death rate 
. United States, was probably the 
lowest ever known. It certainly was 
less than the mortality of any other 
year since vital statistics have been 
collected in a sufficiently large part of 
tho country to Indicate clearly the 
general state of tho public health. 

In 1909 the death rate in states and 
cities which contain more than half of 
tho population of tho United Slates 
was almost exactly 15 to every thou- 
sand persons living. It was not quite 
ono in'thothouBand below the aver- 
age mortality rate of the procedlng 
flvo years. The fraction was nlne- 
tenths. That means nine lives in 
every 10,000 of tho population. It is 
900 in every million inhabitants, or 
81,000 in 90,000,000. 

Tho cutting down of the death rate 
enough lb savo 4 81,000 HveB in a year 



is, like stopping tho wasto'of life, in n 
great, war. It is equivalent to ward- 
ing off death G/750 times every' Tnonth, 
1.C87. eyeryw-eck, 241 times a day. 
It averts ten deaths every hour, ono 
every bIx minutes day and night,- 
from one year's end to the next. 

If the economic value of. tho lives 
saved by lowering tho death rato in 
the United States— tho results of bet- 
ter and more careful living— Is placed 
at no more than an average of $1,000 
apiece, the effect of cutting down tho 
mortality 81,000 in a year Is much 
the same ns preventing the wnBto of 
$81,000,000 dealing with this great 
economy inhuman llfo on tho hardest 
and narrowest industrial and com- 
mercial basis. 

The gradual change for tho better 
in respect to saving life and warding 
off death is not confined to the United 
States. It is going on In othor coun- 
tries, also. Throughout tho 'civilized 
world, there is .a general change for 
the better In tho conditions of liv- 
ing nnd In the chances for llfo itself.

THE EDIBLE BIRD'S NEST 

Demand Exceeds Supply and Com- 
modlty Sells as High as $25 
. a Pound. 

Ediblo bird'B nests are found in the 
islands off the coast of Slam and are 
the products of a species of birds be- 
longing to the family of swifts. The 
nests consist almost entirely of tho 
salivary secretion of these blrdB, 
whose salivary glands are much more 
developed than those of the ordinary 
swift. The season for the gathoring 
of the nests begins in April and endp 
in September. 

The female bird, occasionally assist- 
ed by the male, makes the nest. 
About three months are Bpent by tho 
birds In completing their first nest, 
which is taken by the nest gatherer 
before eggs are laid in it; then the 
birds immediately begin to make an- 
other nest, which Ib finished in About 
30 dnys, and which is also taken. 
Finally a third nest is made In about 
three months. In which the bird is 
allowed to rear its offspring, after 
which this nest is also gathered. Each 
family of birds thuB furnishes three 
nests In one season. The nests tak- 
en at tho beginning of the season are 
considered the best In. quality. 

Most of these edible nests are con- 
sumed by the Chinese, who regard 
them, not only as a great table deli- 
cacy, but also as a valuable tonic 
medicine in neurasthenia and pulmon- 
ary disorders. It is said that the de- 
mand in Hongkong for the nests ex- 
ceeds the supply and . that prices 
range from $15 to $25 per pound, ac- 
cording to quality.

Washington.— Senator Lorlmer re- 
ceived a clean bill. of health Saturday 
from the subcommittee of the senate 
committee on privileges and elections, 
■which Investigated charges of bribery 
in connection with his election. The 
report of the investigation -was made 
to the full committee. 

The report is unanimous, being 
signed by the seven members of the 
committee which conducted the in- 
vestigation. 

All the members of the full com- 
mittee wero present with the excep- 
tion of 13ulkeloy of Connecticut, 
Frazier 01 Tennessee and Johnston of 
Alabama. No final disposition was 
innde of the report, but there will be 
another meeting of the full commit- 
tee Tuesday, when it is expected the 
report will . bo accepted by the full 
committee and bo presented to the 
senate before adjournment for the 
holiday recess on Wednesday. 

Chairman Burrows, who prepared 
the report of the investigating com- 
mittee, read It to the full committee. 
It was In typewritten form. Close at- 
tention prevailed during its reading, 
and at its conclusion the committee 
ordered it printed. 

Copies of the testimony taken in 
the case at Chicago and Washington 
were rcauy for distribution among 
the members of the full committee 
and it is expected that some of them 
will read portions of the evidence be- 
fore the committee meets. So far as 
can be discovered, however, there Is 
no minority report in sight, but some 
of the members of the committee may 
desire to express In brief form their 
views on the character of the evi- 
dence collected. 

With regard to bribery practised in 
the Illinois legislature the subcommit- 
tee reports that the evidence failed 
to connect Mr. Lorlmer with the use 
of money In promoting his election. 
The committee does not declare that 
there could be found no 1 evidence 
that there was bribery, but under a 
long "lino of precedents the field of 
investigation laid out for itself by 
the committee was to ascertain 
•whether Mr; Lorlmer could be con- 
nected with the bribery. 

Having disposed of that question, 
there was only one more for the com- 
mittee to consider. That was wheth- 
er Mr. Lorlmer's constitutional major- 
ity had been impaired by bribery. On 
the roll call on which he was elected 
May 27. 1909, Mr. Lorlmer received 
108 votes, or six more than the 102 
which were required to give him a 
majority. 

Had the committee found evidence 
which proved that at least seven mem- 
bers of the Illinois legislature had 
been bribed to vote for Mr. Lorlmer 
it would, have to report that ho Is not 
entitled to a seat In the senate. Ac- 
cording to report of the investigating 
committee, the evidence failed to Im- 
pair Mr. Lorlmer's constitutional ma- 
jority. Accepting the testimony of- 
fered and giving it full credence, the 
committee finds that Mr. Lorlmer 
would still havo a majority of three 
more than the actual number of 
votes required to elect him. 



Jerusalem. — Following their mas- 
sacre of Turkish soldiers the Be- 
douins of Syria havo begun an attack 
on the Christians whom they aparod 
at the beginniug of their uprising; 
according to reports which roach 

here. 

Later news of the attack on the 
garrison at Kerak shows that the 
Bedouins subjected their captives to 
the most barbarous cruelties. Nine- 
teen Turkish officers of rank wero 
among many prisoners crucified whllo 
their torturors, chanting incantations, 
danced about them and other pris- 
oners looked on. Hundreds of women 
captured when the garrison was 
stormed were carried off as slavos. 
Some of the dead bodies were badly 
mutilated. 

The Bedouins are the most savage 
of the desert tribes. Lacking wholly 
in human compassion, they derive 
pleasure from torturing their vic- 
tims. One mothod of slaying their 
prisoners Is to bind them hand and 
foot and drive. camels over the pros- 
trate bodies. 

Tho tribesmen fight with, great 
bravery, though with antique weapons 
used half a century ago. They aro 
superb horsemen and unerring marks- 
men.

PRESIDENT SEES NO DANGER 



Taft, In Speech Allays War Scare, 

Declares Nation Need Have 

No Fear. 



Washington.— President Taffc, in an 
address before the American Society 
for tho Judicial Settlement of Inter- 
national Disputes, Saturday gave as- 
surances that the country need not 
fear the so-called war scare. 

He said: "There Is not the slight- 
est reason for such a sensation be- 
cause wo are at peace with all the 
nations of the world, and are quite 
likely to remain so." 

Moreover, the president declared he 
does not find our army Ineffective 
.and Inefficient, though he said more 
[trained ofllcers are needed and that 
wo ought to have ammunition nnd 
guns enough for ready use In cases 
of emergency. 

"A little more forethought, a little 
-more attention to the matter on the 
: part of congress," he said, "and we 
shall have ail of the army and nil of 
the munitions nnd material of war 
•that we ought to have in a republic 
situated as wo are, 3,000 miles on 
the one hand, and 5,000 miles on the 
other,, from the 'source of hostile In- 
vasion." 

The president declared the United 
iBtates bad excellent coast defenses 
for every important hnrbor that an 
«nemy would enter/'

Judiciary Subcommittee Will Report 

Favorably a Resolution for .a 

Constitutional Amendment. 



Washington.— Surrounded *by« 27 
trustees of his own choosing compris- 
ing former cabinet members, ex-ambas- 
sadors, collego president, lawyers and 
educators, Andrew Carnegie Wednes- 
day transferred $10,000,000 of live per 
cent, first-mortgage bonds, value $11,- 
500,000, to be devoted primarily to the 
establishment of universal peace by 
the abolition of war between tho na- 
tions of the earth. 

Tho trustees organized by choosing 
as president United States Senator 
Ellhu Root, permanent representa- 
tive of the United StatOB at The 
Hague tribunal. President Taft has 
consented to be honorary president 
of tho foundation. 

The method by which the annual In- 
come of half n million dollara shall 
bo expended Is left by Mr. Carnegie 
entirely to tho trustees. Tho founda- 
tion is to be perpetual and when tho 
establishment of universal pence Is 
atlalned the donor provides that the 
revenue shall be devoted to the ban- 
ishment of the "next most dograding 
evil or evils" the suppression ot 
which would "most advance tho prog- 
ress, elevation and happiness of men." 
The informal trust deed presented 
by Mr. Carnegie to tho trustees reads 
as follows: 

"Gentlemen: I have transferred to 
you as trustees of tho Carnegie peace 
fund $10,000,000 Ave per cent, first- 
mortgage bonds, value $11,500,000, tho 
revenue of which Ib to be adminis- 
tered by you to hasten tho abolition 
of international war, tho foulest blot 
upon our civilization. Although we 
no longer eat our fellow men or tor- 
ture prisoners, or sack cities, killing 
their inhabitants, wo still kill ench 
other in war like barbarians. Only 
wild beasts are excusablo for doing 
that in this, tho twentieth century of 
the Christian era; for tho crime of 
war Is inherent, since it decides not 
in favor of tho right but always of tho 
strong. The nation Is criminal which 
refuses arbitration and drives Its ad- 
versary to a tribunal which knows 
nothing of righteous judgment. 

"Let my trustees, therefore, ask 
themselves from time to time, from 
age to oge, how they can beat help 
man in hl3 glorious ascent onward 
and upward and to' thja end devoto 
this fund. 

"Thanking you for your cordial ac- 
ceptance of the trust and your hearty 
approval of Its object, I am, very 
gratefully, yours. 

"ANDREW CARNEGIE." 



Philadelphia. — The form of de- 
cree to bo issued by the United 
States Circuit court In the govern- 
ment's suit against the alleged an- 
thrnclto coal combination was tho 
subject of \i long argument in that 
court which brought out sevoral 
questions of great importance to conl 
carrying railroads. 

The government through J. C. Rey- 
nolds, contended that tho decree 
should specifically state that tho gov- 
ernment's allegation that tho Reading 
and Jersey Central and tho Erie and 
New York, Susquehanna and Western 
were Illegal combinations should bo 
dismissed "without prejudice " 

The attorney said stho merger of 
the Reading nnd tho Jersey Central 
brought under one management the 
control of 63 per cent of the unmlned 
anthracite coal in the country and tho 
government may at some time feel 
It Its duty to look Into this merger. 
' With regard to tho Temple Iron 
company the government asked that 
the Corporation be decreed to bo "It- 
self a combination" In restraint of 
trade and that the defendant railroads 
be enjoined from continuing the com- 
bination or from transferring their in- 
terests to Individuals or companies 
controlled by them. The court will 
hand down Its decreo next Tuesday.

The Hull trawler, which recently 
recorded that during its voyage in 
the North sea a meteor fell a few 
yards away from the vessel, shaking 
It from stem to stern and rendering 
Its compass useless, was not the first 
vessel to have narrowly escaped dis- 
aster by the fall of a- meteorite. 

The. African Frlnce of the Prince 
Lino was nearly engulfed In the At- 
lantic from a similar cause in Octo- 
ber, 1906, and the captain on reach- 
ing Liverpool gave an interesting ac- 
count of the escape. He and tho sec- 
ond officer were on tho bridge when 
the bolt fell from tho blue and It seem- 
ed to them as It entered the water 
close to the ship, to be a huge mass 
of molten metal poured out of tho 
sky.
